est w as 11.4234", the lowest $ 1.20,an d the aver 
age $ 1.3434. 
In 1883 the highest price was 
$ 1. oOJ'o, and tho lowest $ 1.1834", aild the av er­ 
age S1.24K. 
In 1887 the highest was $1.09, 
the lowest 85J4 cents, the average 97 cents, 
The price in 1883 was 50 cents a b ushel less 
than the average for the previous tw enty 
y ears.® H e denied tha t com petition w ith India 
had caused the decline, and gave the w heat 
ex ports from 
In d ia for six 
y ears. 
The 
largest ex port was less than $42,000,000 b ushels 
in 1887, which was less tha n the production of 
several of our states, and altogether inade­ 
quate to ex plain the decline. 
Mr. Jones then presented tab les comparing 
the average ex port prices of farm pro lucts 
in the three y ears 3885, Ism; and Iy s7 with 
the averages from 1854 to 1801, the averages 
from 3860 to 1809, the averages from 1808 to 
1878, and the averages from 1810 to !"<>. 
Assuming the annual Crop of corn at 1,500 -

Jones figured out the loss to farm ers result­ 
ing from the decline.

chill, with head ache an d often cough; 
after fifteen or tw en ty min utes a profuse 
perspiration breaks out, then in a few 
hours the im provemen t begin s, the pa­ 
tien t recoverin g in on e or two d ays, 
though liable to a relapse. 
Recen tly Dr. 
Ilogben , an En glish physician , has re­ 
ported a n um ber of observation s, an d 
states his belief that brass workers’ d is­ 
ease is d ue to chron ic or acute cop­ 
per poison in g. 
He fin d s 
that almost 
all the patien ts who are copper or brass 
workers have a d istin ct green hue or 
ban d on the n eck of the teeth, between 
the crown an d the gum, the ed ge of the 
gum Un rig also slightly blacken ed ; the 
copious perspiration s of brass workers are 
often stain ed green , an d white haired 
workm en of ten have a green ish tin ge to 
their locks. 
These sign s poin t to an ab­ 
sorption of copper by the workmen , an d 
favor the view that the “ ague” is d ue, 
in large part, a t least, to this m etal.— 
New York Tribun e.

Meerschaum is tho Germ an n am e ap­ 
plied to a certain min eral in con sequen ce 
of its light n ess, softn ess an d white color, 
which suggests a resemblan ce to “ sea 
foam .” 
Tin * Fren ch call it “ ecun ie d e 
m e r.” which mean s essen tially the same, 
an d by Glo cker, the German min eralo­ 
gist, it was termed *‘sepiolite,” because it 
resembles the 
so calk'd l>on e of the 
“ sepia” or cuttle fish. 
It is an opaque 
earthy substan ce of white, grayish or 
yellow color, compact in texture, an d 
breaks with a con choid al or fin e earthy 
fracture. 
It ad heres to tho ton gue an d 
is so soft it can Ik* scratched with the 
lin ger n ail. 
Most of our meerschaum 
comes from Asia Min or, especially from 
tin * p la in s of Kski-shehr, where it is 
foun d in n od ular masses of variable size 
an d irregular shape d istributed through 
alluvial d eposits of the plain , which are 
s ys te m a tic a lly worked for its extraction 
by mean s of pits an d galleries. 
These roughly shaped pieces .are sen t 
from tin * east, prin cipally to Vien n a an d 
to various parts of German y. 
Arrivin g 
at the workshop, they are soaked in 
water to make them soft an d keep d own 
the d ust « hen they are cut an d sluq>ed . 
A piece is turn ed in to the shape of a pip© 
or cigar hold er, bored an d carved in out­ 
lin e. 
If it grows d ry un d er the work­ 
m an 's han d s if is d ipped in water, an d 
when the rud e carvin g is fin ished tin * 
pipe is thoroughly d ried .
